Academy of Sciences to Further

MAJ.-GEN. MACARTHUR FAVORS 
LOS ANGELES SITE.

His Annual Report Specifically 
Says Such Post is Needed and Sug- 
+ gests that Full Regiment of in- 
fantry be Stationed ‘The 
Swindiing of Philippine Soldiers. 


Maj.-Gen. Arthur MacArthur, United 
States Army, commanding the Depart- 
ment of California and the Pacific Di- 
vision, in his annual report to the War 
Department calls attention to the in- 
creasing strategical importance. of the 
Pacific Ocean, and recommends that a 
new post for a full regiment of in- 
fantry be established in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles. The report is full of in- 
teresting subjects which 
fornia generally and Los Angeles par- 
ticularly. In his report as commander 
of the Pacific Division Gen. MacAr- 
thur says in part: 

“The concentration of political and 
economical interests in the Pacific 
Ocean has had the effect of enor- 
mously magnifying the military im- 
portance of this side of the continent, 
and the continued rapid progress of 
events suggests@¢ the expediency of an 
early enlargement of military facilities 
to meet the growing necessities of this 
Coast. 

“In addition to a considerable in- 
crease in the number of troops, the 
idea would de to expand the adminis- 
trative machinery of the great con- 
structing and  disiributing depart- 
ments of the army until each one 
shall have an independent autonomous 
establishment capable of conducting all 
essential functions without any de- 

ndence whatever upon Atlantic or 

terocean assistance. 

“In view of the constantly-increas- 
ing strategical importance of the Pa- 
cific Ocean, as referred to above, it is 
recommended that a new post for a 
full regiment of infantry be _ estab- 
lished in the vicinity of Los Angeles, 
Cal., and a post for a full regiment of 
cavalry be located at a suitable site in 
dation is made with a 
view to a full regiment of cavalry de- 
ing divided between the Presidio and 
Ord Barracks and another regiment of 
cavalry at the post above recom- 
mended, making two full cavairy regi- 
ments for this Coast. 

THE SWINDLING OF SOLDIERS. 

In his report as commander of the 
Department of California, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur says in part: ; 

The greatest matter of concern 
which occupies the attention of this 
department is to get the soldiers re- 
turning from the Philippines into pos- 
session of their money, due on their 
final payments, and safely out of the 
city before can be swindled. The 
ingenuity of e criminal classes of 
San Francisco to effect this purpose, 
and the simplicity and apparent in- 
ability of the soldiers to protect them- 
selves are alike amazing. Everything 

Gone in the premises that is 
possible in behalf of the soldiers’ in- 
terests, as is explained in the follow- 
ing extract from the report of the chief 
paymaster of the department: 

- gross amount of funds han- 
died and disposed of by transfers, dis- 
bursements, etc., was $7,173,489.62. 

The paymasters have performed 
their duties promptly, efficiently, and 
to the satisfaction of all concerned, 

„The payments to discharged sol- 
diers at the camp on Angel Island are 
beneficial in that these men are pro- 
tected as far as practicable, and en- 
abled to leave the city with most of 
their money, or at least a fair share of 
it. Of course the moment arrives when 
the man must get possession of his 
money, and it then all rests on his 
judgment; if he will persist, after re- 
peated warnings, in voluntarily placing 
himself in the hands of ig gee 
thieves, and perhaps murderers, do 
not see how anything more can be done 
for him, and he must take the conse- 
quences, whatever they may be.’ 

“The occupation of Benicia Barracks 
was the most interesting event in con- 
nection with the Signal Corps in this 
the year which 
ended on June 30, 1904. The post is well 
adapted to the purposes of the corps 
and admits of expansion of the Signa! 
interests to meet the demands of the 
present and future necessities of this 
department. 

“A new small arms target range has 

been opened near Point Bonita on the 
Fort Baker reservation for the use of 
the troops stationed in the vicinity of 
San Francisco. The range at present 
can accommodate only one battalion or 
one squadron at once, and, as a conse- 
quence, it has not been possible to al- 
lot sufficient time to the nine battalions 
and one squadron firing over the range 
this year. ... 
“It is believed that the time has 
arrived to initiate a systematic policy 
in respect to the improvement of the 
Presidio reservation. The artillery de- 
fence located thereon is in every way 
satisfactory, and everything in con- 
nection therewith has been, or is being, 
carefully and successfully adjusted. 
The reservation itself, however, which 
is one of the most magnificent military 
properties In the United States, has 
been neglected for years in regard to 
everything that appertains to its gen- 
eral aspect, and to the accommodation 
of the troops quartered thereon. Most 
of the structures on the reservation 
are entirely inadequate and unfit for 
une. . The entire work, including 
the filling in of a large flat along the 
bay front, the acquisition of full con- 
trol of Lovos Creek, and the adjacent 
watershed thereof, with a view to es- 
teblishing an independent water sup- 
ply for the entire reservation, and the 
censtruction of all necessary buildings 
for a central post to be occupied by in- 
fantry, cavalry and field artillery, and 
an exterior post for the accommoda- 
tion of the coast artillery so that they 
will be near their guns, would cost, ap- 
proximately, $2,009,000. | 

“It is recommended that a project 
covering every detail of the improve-

In moving 
from this position to the center of the 
guard to report the result of the at- 
tendance, it is stipulated that he shall 
move parallel to the front rank until 
opposite the adjutant. Then he takes 
post midway between the guard and 
adjutant, making the turns at right 
angles. Heretofore he has marched to 
this point by the nearest and most cnn- 
venient way.
